In order to 
maintain tbe health of oar city and to 
insure Its proaperltTi It la necessary to 
enforce all sanitary laiva regvlatiag 
tbe public health. 

Resolved, that the Mayor of the city 
of Lancaster, be ordered to have re- 
moved all garbage, tilth, ash piles, 
loose dirt, old papers, etc , from the 
public square, principle streets and 
alleys of tlie city limits, to a place 
prepared by tbe proper officers of the 
city, for the dumping of said filth, etc. 

Resolved, that baalaeaaBien doing 
business OB tba pnblicsqaaraaad prin 
ciple streets be r^iblted fraas depos 
iting any filth, garbage, old paper ana 
a.shes upon the street or paMIe square 
under penalty fur each offense after 
notification by tbe Chief of Police, 
that they be required to prepare bar- 
rels or boxes for the deposit of such 
material and that said barrels or boxes 
shall be removed daily to some place 
beyond tbe city limits. 

Resolved, that tbe Mayor be request 
ed to enforce Um town or city ordi- 
nanceaof tlietown pertaialBg to tba 
health lawa. Bspedally the hw re- 
quiring tbe removal of bogaaad hog 
pens on or before thelstdayof May 
of each year. 

That tbe Mayor see to tbe enforce 
ment of the law requiring tbe cleans- 
ing of all privies and privy vaults, out 
houses and other sources of filtb. 

We also command to tbe public in 
general that all fences, out bouses etc 
be white washed with lime.

It is all right and prop- 
er for banks to pay taxes on what is 
just and liable, but the recent tight 
made on the institutions looks more 
like persecution than "carrying out 
the law," as one person connected 
with the matter put. it. We frequent- 
ly hear people and newspapers howl- 
ing about "developing Uie great re- 
soarces of Kentucky." That's all 
good enough, but where is the money 
to come from If every dollar is taxed 
and re-taxed until it is almost a bur 
den to have a dollar? The railroads 
have been taxed to the limit, yes, over 
the limit, yet there is a bowl for more 
railroads. Now the fight is turned to 
the banking business, and, as stated 
above, if it is kept up, monied men 
will be forced to place their coin in 
other states. Some banks, like some 
people, are unreasonable In their deal- 
ings, but it is a bad idea to make the 
good suffer for the misdoings of the 
bad. Banks are a necessity, and a 
couTenlenoe to bariaaa men and far 
mers, and tbe more the better. The 
establishment and mamtalnance of 
both banks and railroads Is the dutv 
of the people, and we trust the fight 
against them will be called off. If 
enough money to maintain the state 
gOTernment cannot be raised by tbe 
oRoal manner of tantioB. tbe "Grand 
Old Oommonwealth" had better shut 
up shop.
